last few days indicate an increasing 
recognition in the West that the 
vast Asian’ country is destined to 
have a more dominant effect .on 
world affairs in the. relatively near 
future—and the significant realiza- 
tion that the best way to cope with 
_ this eventuality will be through co- 
operative “means rather than by 
force. >: ae 
What comes immediately to 
mind, of course, is the fact that Red 
China . itself champions military 
means as the approved way of get- 


ting ahead in the world, and has its ~ 


own interpretation of Lenin to sup- 
port this stand. A resolution of 
these two approaches will appar- 
ently create one of the chief crises 
of the world within the next few 
years, 

It is interesting, however, to note 
the trend of current Western policy, 
particularly as outlined by United 
States spokesmen. 

Vice-President Humphrey, while 
urging containment of Red China’s 
“aggressive militancy,” makes the 
point that Peking should not be iso- 
lated from the rest of mankind. He 
urges a “spirit of friendship” toward 
the Chinese people and an effort to 
convince. the Red Chinese regime 
that military force is not the answer 
to that country’s problems of 
growth. 

Speaking in Montreal on Mon- 
day, the United. States under-secre- 
tary of state, Mr. Alexis Johnson, 
explained his country’s. recent pol- 
icy as an attempt to prevent Com- 
munist nations from breaking by 
force any of the: lines that were 
drawn in the post-war settlements. 
The stability of the 1945 agree- 
ments must be preserved, he says. 
But he now sees the possibility that 
the- American objectives in, Viet 
Nam can be achieved “without a 
larger ‘war?’ A peaceful solution, 
he says, is desired. 

In London, ,at the same time, 
Disarmament Minister Lord Chal- 
font warned that within 15 years 
Red China could become a powerful 
nuclear country and “change the 
whole balance of power in the 
world.” In addition, up to 15 na- 


OFFICIAL STATE- tions may by then have acquired 


nuclear weapons, with varying poli- 
cies as to their use. 

. The answer to the Red Chinese 
potential, he said, is to “bring China 
into the community of nations” and 

so try ‘to influence her policies. 

It is thus obvious#that these two 
Western, goverfiments hold a com- 
mon view on the over-all necessity 
of: treating the Red Chinese phe- 


nomenon in a. diplomatic and .con- ' 


structive way, with greater Chinese 
participation in the world and hopes 
of an eventual harmonious settle- 


ment of what are now aie prob- &= 


lems. 


The statesmen’s opinions were 
expressed at the same time as those 
of a veteran American journalist, 
Robert Elegant, who wrote from 
Hong Kong that the United States 
should avoid any unnecessary. pro- 
vocation of the Chinese—although 


he “opposed any slackening of. 


steadfastness in Viet Nam—and 
that several advances to Peking 
should be madée now. These include 
an invitation to join the United Na- 
tions, diplomatic recognition of the 
Peking regime, open travel by visi- 
tors between the two countries, en- 
couragement of trade, and possibly 


recognition of Peking’s claims to the 


coastal islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu. 

These are certainly new_senti- 
ments-to come from American 
sources with any semblance of of- 
ficial: support, although some of 
Washington’s allies have advocated 
a similar type of persuasive ap- 
proach to the problem of Red China. 


It is not likely that Peking will 
quickly respond to such overtures: 
there is too large a backlog of re- 
sentment and aggressive ambitions. 
But it is clear that a country of 
some 650 millions, bursting to 
achieve industrial power and a nu- 
clear capability, must be handled 
With Something - more - acceptable 
than force or the threat of it. To 
be sure, there must be Western 
strength to command respect, but 
with it there must be a policy that 
offers Red China a place in the 
world without her having to preci- 
pitate a world war to attain it.

The Kremlin Prepares for a New Tack 


WF quite take for granted the recurring 
paralysis of American politics in- 
duced every fourth year by the Presi- 
dential elections. 

Most people—are unaware that the 
sarhe sort. of thing happens every so 
often in the Soviet Union. It has been 
happening now for some months past. 
The occasion is the 23rd Congress of the 
Soviet Communist Party, which will 
open at the end of the month. : 

Nobody in Moscow is going to be 
elected to anything—except as a formal- 
ity. Brezhnev will be confirmed as First 
Secretary of the Party; Kosygin will go 
on being Prime Minister. The old famil- 
of Khruschev’s. closest col- 
Teqgues plus-two-or three, wilt continue 
to occupy the top table. 

They will all stand up and make 
speeches; they will listen to the speeches 


of a hundred other delegates fresh from. 


their provincial party conferences—all

argument. They will then disperse in 

their black limousines and life will go on 
as before.

Ten Years Later 


New York Times 

T is over ten years since Nikita 

Khrushchev delivered his famous 
secret speech of Feb, 25, 1956, expos- 
ing to the Communist hierarchy the 
vicious criminality of Stalin; and the 
repercussions ofthat fateful address 
have not yet ended. Khrushchev knew 
he was playing with explosive material 
when he delivered his speech, but he 
could have hardly foreseen that he was 
setting in motion a train of events that 
would ledd to the semi-liberation of 
Eastern Europe and to the bitter, ~ go 
shaking rift of Moscow and Peking. 


Russia the argument about policies and 
jobs has been going on for months past, 
and it is only when these arguments are 
settled, more or less, that the date of 
the Congress can be announced. . The 
arguments, the manoevring for position, 
take place inside a very small circle 
indeed—for all practical purposes inside 


the Party Presidium which itself con- 


venes the Congress and presides over it. 

The last Party Congress in which any 
debate took place among the delegates 
on the floor was the 14th, in 1927, when 
Stalin, having earlier defeated Trotsky, 
had his supporters shout all opposition 
down. Since then the Congress has been 
nothing but a jamboree for the partici- 
pants enjoying their-week in Moscow and_ 
a formal declaration of governmental in- 
tent. 


New Leaders’ Commitments 


There should be a Congress every 
three or four years, but Stalin managed 
to go without one from 1939 to 1952. 
Khrushchev presided over three, begin- 
ning with the famous 20th Congress ‘tn 
1956, the de-Stalination Congress. His 
last was in October 1962. This 23rd 
Congress, then, will be the first’ full-dress 
appearance of the succession leadership, 
its first comprehensive account and its 
first formal commitment to policy lines 
designed to carry the leadership through 
the next three or four years. 

Before appearing, thus, they have had 
to settle the precise composition of the 
leadership and its policies. And this is 
why, apart from Kosygin’s Tashkent ex- 
cursion in peace-making diplomacy, there 
have been no major Soviet initiatives for 
many months past. 

In foreign policy, painfully .com- 
plicated by the situation in Viet Nam, 
the Russians have been content to stone- 
wall. But they have been working very 
hard behind the scenes on a number of

There can be no coherent thinking in 
Russia about East-West relations until 
this problem is settled. It is a problem 
which involves more than the Soviet 
Union: hence the feverish consultations 
between Moscow and the leaders of Com- 
munist countries everywhere. It is 
bound up not only with Russia's relations 
with the West but with the whole future 
of a_united Communist movement. 


Brezhnev Ascendant 

As for personalities, here the main 
conflict has been between Brezhnev. and 
his runner-up Shelepin for the mastery 
of the Party. There could.be no Con- 
gress until this struggle was. resolved, 
and it has been resolved, if only tem- 
porarily, in Brezhnev’s favor — tem- 
porarily, because Shelepin is only 48 
while Brezhnev is 60 and both have vig- 
orous supporters. 

Indeed it has only been quite recently 
that Brezhnev has been able to secure 
for his own men a number of key posi- 
tions. It will be his Congress. But 
Shelepin, though he has yielded ground, 
is powerful and active. The 23rd Party 
Congress will establish the pattern. of 
leadership for the time being, but not 
by any means for ever.

This fatalistic view was first chal- 
lenged effectively in the Western world 
by John Maynard Keynes, though he 
himself drew on the teachings of others, 
notably Knut Wicksell of Sweden, Keynes 
began to write in the twenties—between 
the depression after the First World 
War and the great depression of 1929. 
Keynes was long regarded as heretical, 
subversive; even sacrilegious, in that he 
refused to bow with the accepted nature 
of things. 


Policy Molders 


However, Keynes’ teachings made 
their way here and abroad in the univer- 
sities, and from them into the finance 
ministries of every advanced industrial 
nation. In the past five years a new 
generation of American economists, all 
of them descended-in one manner or an- 
other from Keynes, have been at the 
centre of policy making and decision. 

The economic policy which they have 
dtrected during the Kennedy and John- 
son administrations has been in its over- 
all results a dramatic success. The ob- 
jective of “full employment” laid down 
byCongress—in—1946—is—within sight of 
being achieved. Full employment can- 
not in fact be total employment. — In 
a_society like ours there are a consid- 
erable number of potential workers who, 
given their location, their lack of oppor- 
tunity—or—training—or—personal -ability, 
—~are apecemed unemployable 

y comparison with our own past or 
by o rison with any other country, 


‘the expanding American economy in the 
past five years has been a miracle, In 
these five years the Gross National 
Product has increased by 190 billion 
dollars. The average annual rate of 
growth of real output over this period 
has been 5.5 per cent, The rate of real 
growth has been nearly twice as big as 
it. was in the 1950's, before the ‘‘new 
economics” became the guide of policy. 

Although this dramatic expansion has 
brought big increases of real wages to 
labor and of profits to business, there 
has as yet been no real inflation, From 
1960 through 1965 consumer prices rose 
less than 2 per cent a year.. The whole- 
sale price index remained stable until 
last year. Overall labor costs rose on 
the average by less than one per cent a 
year, 


Effective Economy 


In these five years the expansion did 
something, though not nearly enough, to 
improve the lot of the poorest people 
in the country. The number of persons 
and families below the .poverty line 
($3,000 a year) has fallen from over 22 
per cent to less than 17 per cent. The 
gap between Negro and white income 
has narrowed. Adult Negro unemploy- 
ment is down from 9 per cent to 5.6 per 
cent in the last quarter of last year. 
Professor Otto Eckstein, formerly of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, was 
amply justified in saying that ‘‘when 
firing on all eight cylinders, our econoniy 
is a mighty engine of social progress, 
the greatest man has so far devised." 

The central question before the econ- 
omists and before the country is how 
to manage this marvelous economy, now 
that-full-employment-is in sight-and now 
that there is the added inflationary pres- 
sure from the Vietnamese war. 

We have reason to be confident that 
the management of the economy will be 
successful in this new period, For one 
thing there has never been a time when 
the technique of measuring a boom was 
‘as highly developed or the common prop- 
“erty of so many highly expert men. 
These econothists: have now achieved 
such high authority and public respect 
that politicians will not easily overrule 
them nor will they be easily obscured
